2. The Galleries has exercised reasonable care to catalogue and describe cor- 
rectly the property to be sold, but it does not warrant the correctness of de- 
scription, genuineness, authenticity or condition of said property. 


3. Unless otherwise announced by the auctioneer at the time of sale, all bids 
are to be for a single article even though more than one article is included 
under a numbered item in the catalogue. If, however, the articles under any 
one numbered item are designated as a “Lot” then bids are to be for the lot 
irrespective of the number of articles described in such item. 


4. The highest bidder accepted by the auctioneer shall be the buyer. In the 
event of any dispute between bidders, the auctioneer may, in his discretion, 
determine who is the successful bidder, and his decision shall be final; or the 
auctioneer may reoffer and resell the article in dispute. 


5. Any bid which is not commensurate with the value of the article offered, or 
which is merely a nominal or fractional advance over the previous bid, may be 
rejected by the auctioneer, in his discretion, if in his judgment such bid would 
be likely to affect the sale injuriously.

Sarah Childress Polk (1803-1891), wife of President James Knox Polk, 
was born in Rutherford, Tenn., the daughter of Joel and Elizabeth Childress;

Note: In 1859, with a handful of followers, John Brown captured the 
Government arsenal at Harper’s Ferry; his plan was to provide arms for a 
slave insurrection. He was arrested and convicted of treason. This is a scene 
in the courtroom at Charleston, W. Va., where he was arraigned. The his- 
torical accuracy of the scene can be confirmed by a comparison with James E. 
Taylor’s rendition of the same scene; Taylor was an illustrator of this period. 
See The Pageant of America, A Pictorial History of the United States, vol. vm, 
p. 314 (a copy of which will be given to the purchaser), in which the trial is 
described: ‘“‘Brown’s trial aroused great excitement in both North and South. 
It followed speedily upon his capture. Able counsel was furnished him and his 
case received fair handling. But the result was never in doubt. On the last day 
of October, 1859, he was convicted of treason, of advising slaves and others 
to rebel, and of murder in the first degree. He was sentenced to be hanged on 
Friday, the second of December. Strong pressure was brought to bear on 
Governor Wise of Virginia to commute the sentence. Even his life was threat- 
ened. To the threats and appeals Wise replied: “I am warned that hanging 
will make him a martyr. Ah! Will it? Why? The obvious answer to that 
question shows me above everything else the necessity for hanging him.”
